THE SPEECH FROM 
THRONE. 



THE 



As a rule we do not expect muuli 
from a "Governor's Speech," but some- 
thing interesting as ■well as instruc 
tive the public are fairly entitled to 
look for. Few, however, wlio hoard 
the Speech from tho TliroHo yesterday, 
or who will read it to-day, will be able 
to say they are not disappointed in it. 
It is wordy enough, arid by a supremo 
eflbrt, apparently, the Government 
have managed in some measure to 
got out of the beaten track of stereo- 
typed phraseolog}-, but for anything 
calcuUited to roassuro the people upon 
the most vital questions ofthc day, tho 
■ document will be searched in vain. 
The opening paragraph of the S])eech 
alludes *0 tho fact that only a bi'ief 
period has elapsed since tho House 
was last in session, and then we are 
told that the establi.slied rule of spcak- 
ijig of the Eailway question first has 
not been ileparted from-in the present 
instance. TJisy might well Lavo added 
and -what wo will say upon the sub- 
ject will in no wise vary from the 
tlu'cadbaro statements of former speech- 
es. "The matter isstill under considera- 
tion at Ottawa." No reply we are 
told has been received from Pier 
Majesty's Secretary of State for the 
Colonies in referencp to tho Separation 
Petition. For our part we should be 
surprised if there liad been, and the si- 
lence with which tho Tmpi'rial Clovei'n- 
ment have treated the matter evidently 
points to the disapprobation with 
which those eminent statesmen who at 
present I'ule the destiny of the British 
possessions at home and abroad, re- 
gard anything indicative of contem- 
plated disintegration of the Empire. 
Tiie Dock, which under tho Walkicm 
administration of IS";") was to have 
given employment to 000 men and did 
not give employment to one man is con- 
fessed to be in an unsatisfactory con- 
condition, and wo arc told that tho 
Government have stopped payment on 
the coilerdam contract. A cliangc of 
tlie fiscal year from the <'ilst of Decem- 
ber to tho .30tli of Juno is foreshadow 
ed, and wo think the change desirable 
and even necessary. The paragi-ajih 
referring to further law reform is a 
curiosity in its way, and tho Crown so 
far forgets tho limits of its preroga- 
tive, or at all events constitutional 
usage, that it submits argument direct- 
ly to the Legislature in favor of a 
measure it has thought fit to foreshad- 
ow. We do not know that any par- 
ticular objection need be made to the 
Crown taking a hand in debate in tho 
Assemblj', and possibly those who now 
occupy tho Treasury benches over the 
I Bay may yet go a step further and 

provide an additional bench on the 
floor of the House from which Her 
■'^H JIajeaty's representative may be heard 
upon important questions at sucii times 
as parliamentary practice requires Isir. 
Speaker to occupy tho Chair. Among 
tho Bills pninised to be brought down 
is one to again amend tho Land Laws, 
and if tho amendment contemplated be 
the taking oil" the 24 per cent, interest 
now charged pre-emptors and struggling 
settlers generally upon the unpaid pur- 
chase money of their holdings, we do 
' not think the Government need fear 
-;^;.v any opposition to it. The Chinese 
i^^iS;l!:Question is very cavalierly disposed of; 
ilvH'^S:'^' we are in effect told that the unConsti- 
; tutional abortion of an act passed last 
session exhausted the Government's 
stock-in-trade of ability to deal with 
the Mongols in our midst, but the pri- 
vate members of the House are mag- 
nanimously informed that if they like 
to try their hands at tlio question the 
field is open to them. The Govern- 
ment-admit that the effect of their 
Municipal Amendment Act of last ses- 
sion has been nil, but they leave it an 
open question whether they will try a 
little furtlior during this session. The 
failure of the Act to accomplish its ob- 
ject was predicted by tho Opposition 
when it was under discussion, and we 
were prepared for the announcement 
that it had been of non-eflfect. We are 
told that "settlement upon our agricul- 
tural lands has been steadily jirogro.ss- 
ing; but a more rapid advance, in this 
direction, would unquestionably have 
taken place, had not vast tracts of the 
most available lands of the Province 
been reserved for railway purposes." 
We think, however, that the more 
rapid advance in settlement has been 
prevented, possibly, as much by the il- 
liberal policy inaugurated last session 
and which bears so heavily upon the 
agricultuial interests, as by the re- 
serves referred to. It is to be hoped 
that the Government will retrace their 
steps in so far, at least, as that part of 
their policy goes. We have been ac- 
customed to regard the agricultural in 
terest as one of the mainstays of the 
country, and liberality in dealing with 
it, should ever characterize tlie acts of 
the Government We rejoice to hear 
of the continued development of our 
fishery enterprises, but cannot hel]) 
wondering wliy, when development of 
our coal mining interests alTorded equal 
cause for gratulation, no mention what- 
ever is made of them. Altogether, 
after a' careful and unprejudiced peru- 
sal, we are icompelled to characterize 
tho Speech as a weak production. We 
can only liope the measures to be sub- 
mitted during the session may not be 
of a like niiture.

The second session of the lliinl Provin- 
cial LGgialiitivo Assombly wiia djicnud ;it 
3 o'clocl^ ycsterdiiy afternoon by his E.x- 
celloncy tho Lieut. -(luvornur. A very 
largo number of persons wore present to 
witness tho coroinony. His Excellency 
and suite, which compviaecl Col. Hough- 
ton, D. A. G., Lieut. JS'ucdhiun, jMe.ssrs. 
Colling and Anderson of K.iM.S. Rocket, 
and W. Boylo, Esq., I'rivato Siecretary, 
wore received by companies 1 and '2 Do- 
minion Iliiles, the band playing tlie Na- 
tional Anthem, Amongst the throng as- 
sembled to witness tlie pi'ocoodings woi-o 
the following:

His Excellency, having ascended the 
tlironc, proceeded to read tho following 

SPEECH. 
Gentkmm of the Lt'ijiduilvc A^.^t'iahJij: — 

Tliough a brief interval has elapsed 
sinco last I had tho pleasure of meeting 
you, I have again sunimoncd you for tlie 
dispatcli of business .it a timo which has 
been deemed to bo bcit suited to the con- 
venience of the nienibers and, indeed, to 
the aovonil constiti^cncios of the Province. 

Li inviting your attention to the var- 
ious matters olTecting tho public interests, 
of which you arc tho constitutional guar- 
dians, I purpose following tho course 
liitherto pursued on occasions similar to 
tho present, by giving the Itailway (|ues- 
tion tho foremost place on the list of Leg- 
islative subjects. The important Petition 
which you addressed to Her Majesty, la.st 
Session, in connection with this question, 
was duly forwarded to tho Secretary of 
State, for transniisaion to tho Imperial 
Governmout, but as yet I have received 
no reply. Communications upon Railway 
matters generally have, howovor, jiassed 
between my QoTcrnmont and tliat (jf the 
Dominion, and an assumnce has lately 
been given that our representations and 
claims aro now being considered by the 
Dominion Cabinet, and will receive their 
best attention. All tiie corre.spondenca 
referred to will be j)laeed lieforo you atan 
early day. 

I have not received any answtir from 
tho Home Government regarding tlie of- 
fer made to induce thotn to construct the 
Dock as an Imperial work. Progress on 
tho Cofl'erdam has been very slow, and so 
unsatisfactory, that I considered it advis- 
able to cause further jiayments to the con- 
tractors to be withheld until the dam 
should bo finished. You will, in due 
time, bo placed iu iios.session of full in- 
formation respei;ting thi.s iniportant work. 

I shall roconimend you to make tho 
lievenue branch of tlie Civil Service more 
cit'ective by clearly delhiing, by Statute, 
many points connected witli its manage- 
ment. 

Tho Public Accounts, showing tho Rov- 
onuo and E.xpenditure brought to ac- 
count in (Jie Treasury to the end of last 
year, and the manner in which the Gov- 
ornmont has exercised the authority 
granted to it by your Act of last Session 
relating to the Loim Acts of 1874 and 
1,876, will be almost imuieiliately laid be- 
fore you. The propriety of changing the 
termination of the Fiscal ye;u', for the fu- 
ture, to tho nOtii of .lunc, will be sub- 
mitted for your consideration, and the 
Estimates of tho present Session will 
therefore be framed in accordance witli 
this proposition. 

I have endeavoi'cd, as far as possible, 
to give ofTcct to your legislation with re- 
gard to tho reduction of the C(jst of tho 
Administration of Justice to suit<ir3 in 
our Courts, by causing new and reduced 
Tables of Fees to bo framed and put in 
force. But thougli tho public will un- 
doubtedly derive material advantages 
from this step, I think ymt will agree with 
me that law reform in its most compre- 
hensive sense, embraces a far wider range 
and contemplates a much greater cliange 
than the mere reduction of a Tariii' of 
Charges. The curious anomaly e:dBts of 
our Supreme Court having at least four 
conflicting jurisdictions centred in tho 
same tribunal and virtually in the same 
Judge. I shall therefore reconimend for 
your earnest application a measure — 
largely borrowed from the recent Judica- 
ture Acts of England — aiming at tlio con- 
solidation of tho several divisions of our 
principal Court, so that "No Suitor," to 
use tho expressive language of the Eng- 
lish Judicature Connnissioiicrs, should 
"be defeated because lie coininenced his 
suit in tho wrong Court," or bo sent "from 
equity to law or from law to equity to be- 
gin his suit over again in order to obtain 
redress." 

Bills dasigned for the improvement of 
tho Land Laws, for tho bettor regulation 
of prison discipline, and for the amend- 
ment of tho law relating^ to Coroners and 
Magistrates, will bo offered for your ap- 
proval. " 

Although your legishition upon the Chi- 
nese question has been considered uncon- 
stitutional, this circumstance should not 
deter you from adopting every legitimate, 
means for the attainment of the end your 
late statute Imd in view. 

Tho"A'ctpassod last Session for the ex- 
tension of the Municipal System has not 
been taken advantage of ; and it remains 
to bo dcterminie'd' what further amend- 
ments aro nocestoiy in this matter. 



It i.s a 3ourco of gi-itification to find 
that .settlement upon our agricultural 
lands has been steadily progressing ; but 
a more rapid advance, in this .direction, 
would imquestiinably'-haTis taken'ylace, 
had not" vast tracts of the most available 
lands of tho Province been reserved for 
railway purposes. 

I have much pleasure in informing you 
that our Fishery Roturna for 1878 almost 
reached a million of dollars — a sum nearly 
double of the product of 1877; and there 
is every prospect of .a.furi%r^.increaBe of 
wealth this year from tho' same' source, 

The confidence of our mining popula- 
tion in their eflVnts being rewarded witli 
success happily remains unabated. 

I feel assured that j'ou will cheerfully 
co-operate with me in a nmtual endeavor 
to foster and stimulate the growth of tho 
several industries confided to your care. 

I am convinced that your loyalty to the 
Crown will readily prompt you to accord 
a hearty welcome to tho present Govern- 
or-General and to his illustrious consort. 

Placing full reliance on your devotion 
to the interests of tho Province, I shall 
now leave you to your deliberations. 

His Excellency then left the House and 
Mr. Speaker having taken the Ohair, tho 
Hon. tho Attoniey-General" moved that 
tho Sncoch bo considered oh Monday 
next. 

Hon. the Attornej'-Genernl moved the 
first reading of a bill intituled an Act 
respecting Coroiiera. Leave granted and 
the bill read a first time. To be read a 
second timo on Monday. 

The usual motions relating to Standing 
Orders, Privuto Rills, I'ublic Accounts, 
bribery and corruption, etc., were passed. 
On motion of tho Attorney-General the 
House adjourned till Monday next at 
2 p.m.

Leottjiie on Ancient Eoypt, — Tho 
lecture on Anciont Egypt delivered at tlie 
Mechanics' Institute last night by Mr.

After some remarks respect- 
ing the vast antiquity of its civiliz,ation 
and the mystery which enshrouds its ori- 
gin, the speaker proceeded to give brief 
sketches of the immense ruins which at- 
test to this day tho arcliiteetuul ucliievo- 
ments of the race whose lineaments are 
yet visible on the mummies, as tho ein- 
b.alined bodies of their princes aro called. 
These mummies and the process by which 
they wore preserved wore described by 
tlie lecturer, who also alluded to the mu- 
sical instruments, glassware, and other 
articles found in the tombs as evidence of 
the industrial progress and ability of tho 
subjects of the Pharaohs. Remarks on 
tho religious opinion of those wise men 
of old and their belief in an immortal life 
wore interspersed ameiigst the other mat- 
ters, and at the close of the address the 
lecturer remarked that Egypt seemed to 
have arisen, lived and died without im- 
parting her knowledge to any other race, 
.and hoped that WO in these modem days 
would, on the contrary, do our best to 
8])read learning and wisdom to the utmost.

It was Marshal Soult who aaid, "Tho 
Engli.sli infantry is tlie best iu the 
world; happily, there is not much of 
it.". This opinion was* based on per- 
sonal observation of the. -steadiness 
which English soldiers evinced under 
lire ; and there has been no falling ofl" 
ill tliis re.spect, much as it used to bo 
the fashion among foreigners (until 
liitelv) to mock at us as an unwarlike 
people. As a matter of fact, no army 
except the French' has - bad no -'much 
figiitingto do as tlio British vrithin the 
last thirty yoar.s. Tn some part or 
other of the world brigades of our 
troojis have constantly been at war, 
and their operations have constantly 
been of the sort which tend to bring 
out the individual- vaior of soldiery, 
their liardihoocl and sclf-relianco, much 
bettor than tho great M'ar.s which have 
beei>. waged on tho European continent 
In tlioso big campaigns, where stall" 
and commi.ssariat go like clockwork, 
tho soldier has little to do beyond obey- 
ing the bugle call to fire, march or re- 
treat ; and if tlio army to which he 
belongs is beaten, his worst fate, if ho 
oseapes death, is to become tho inmate 
of a well-kept ambulance or to bo sent 
prisoner into a civih'zod country, whore 
he is treated with every consideration. 
Very difl'ercnt has been the lot of Eng- 
lish soldiers fighting agniiuit lialf-bar- 
biirdus foes, in countries of deadly cli- 
mate,' Avliere means of subsistence wero 
precarious and where all .'■orts of natur- 
al obst:ieles ban to be surmounted be- 
fore a battle could be won. There has 
been no feat of arms ia modern times 
to match tlic quelling of the Imlian 
mutiny. Hero it was not a question 
of merely doing one's best to win ; the 
soldiers wero bound to conquer in self- 
dofenco, for there woulil havo been no 
rallying after ii I'out — no escaping the 
mas.sacro to wliieli every combatant 
would have been doomed if once ho 
turned hi.s back upon victorious savages 
ovorwhelniing him in the proportion of 
ten, or a hundred to one. It was much 
the same in the Burmese, Kaffir, Por- 
«ian, Chinese, ]Maori, Abyssinian, and 
Asliaiitoo wars, to mention only the 
chief among many. A nionuniciit was 
once proudly erected at Athens to tlie 
memory of Athenian soldiers wlio had 
fallen "in Tliracc, Macedon, Egypt and 
Cyjjrus," and it was thought a great 
tiling that so small a country should 
have had armies lighting at tlio .saino 
time ill so many distant parts of tlio 
globe. All Englishman who takes up 
a map may fill his mind with a much 
ileopcr draught of patriotic reflections, 
for there is scarcely a country in tho 
world but has been crossed \<y con- 
quering Briti.Hli forces. It must not bo 
said, oithnr, tliat all Furopoan States 
aro equally successful in warring against 
half civilized or barbarous communi- 
ties ; for tho Frcndi havo made a ter- 
rible mess of some of their Algerian 
eainpaign.s, and ingloriou.sly failed in 
their Mexican expedition, where atone 
timo thin' liad more than 10,000 inon 
engaged. Jt is very tloubtful whether 
Englishmen would have failed under 
such conditiona Juarez, who was no 
general, but a shrewd man, laid his 
finger on tho weak .point of French 
character when ho said, "I will tire 
them out." 

Much of tlio success of Englishmen 
comes from the fact that it has gener- 
ally been found impossible to tiro tiiein 
out. All tiie qualities of the British 
soldier appear best in difficult times, 
when eveiry man has to brace himself, 
deny himself, and bear dovn obstacles 
with a dogged obstinacy. Tho march 
to tho relief of Lucknow, when 3,000 
men had to triimji during fourteen 
days and nights in sweltering weather 
without over taking mor« than two 
hours' rest nt a time, was a surprising 
acliievenicnt; but the heroes of this 
affair were only treading in the foot- 
steps of the former generation of .sol- 
diers who won Plassy. At Pla.ssv 
Clivo lind only 900 Europcansaiid 2,000 
Se])oys to oppose to tho G0,000 men 
of Surajnh Howlah's army, which was 
largely ofiicered by. Frenchmen, At a' 
council of wai' held before the battle 
tho advice unanimously tendered to tho 
General was to wait for reinforcements, 
and Clivo consoiited, Imt, b.aving gone 
to lie under a tree for an hour, he sud- 
denly I'oused himself and gave the 
order to advance. It was this that 
made him say afterwards that he had 
only summoned one council of war in 
his life, and that had he followed its 
opinions tho English would never have 
been masters of Bengal. But Clive in 
acting as ho did revealed another of the 
great secrets of British successes, the 
perfect reliance; of officers on theirnieii, 
which is reciprocated by an entire con- 
fidenco of tlio men in their ollicers. 
Now, an English soldier has nsgood an 
eye as others for detecting the incapa- 
city of a commander, but it would 
never occur to him to accuse an ollicer 
of treason ; and, indeed, it has often 
been noticed, that when an English sub- 
altern showed signs of being unequal 
to liis work in war-time, his place was 
insensibly taken by some sergeant, who 
without any over usurpation, kept tho 
company from falling to pieces. This 
is one of the advantages of having so 
much of the regimental work done by 
non-commissioned officers. The English 
soldier, wlio sees much less of his oili- 
cers than Continental soldiers do, is 
less likely to find out their defects, 
while the loss of one of them does nou 
nfilict him with a sense of being left 
witliout a competent leader. On the 
whole, though, what makes tho British 
soldier feel so respectfully, and at the 
same time so kindly, towards his officer 
is tiiat he regards the latter as a "gen- 
tleman" — word of untranslatable mean- 
ing. Wlien an English ollicer is not- 
oriously brave and genial, with a dash 
of dcvihy in him, he is adorod by his 
soldiers j theris iai nothing, .they would 
not do for him, and his voice has a 
magic to clinrin away fatigue or . des- 
pondency'. It has been the luck of 
England that she has alwaj's po.sses.scd 
a large stock of officers who fully de- 
served all the respect they got; and 



the knowledge of this has made us look 
upon the cam]>aignRin which ourarmies 
were engaged with confidence. — Fall 
Jfdll Gazette.
